The lasl 
named two brouj;ht their work 
lianketH with them, wliilt! the IIihI 
waH content with her old (day pipe, 
from which she p-ifTed ^I'eal clouds 
of Hour. I>id they do any Hewing V 
VVf^ll, no. SewiiiK circlcH nev(*r do. 
Hut tlK^y " Ho-Ho-ed" on this thing 
and that, and made feminine re- 
marks that seemed idiotic to the 
male sex, but were Kn^atly enjoyed 
by the ladies prtwMit. We hope 
that the farce will not encoura),'(* 
the >|irls to do the same in the sew- 
inji; room everyday, for that would 
(piickly demoraliw^ the boys. The 
farce was w(dl acted, and heartily 
applamU^d at itH conclusion. The 
Joker, George Duane, induced great 
amusement, and l*r«^si(lent Fo.x ad- 
journed the iiK^etinic, for lear there 
wouldn't b<* any shwp if there were 
more lauuldor.

II was the occasion of 
iinv(<ilint{ of the memorial tablet to 
Mrs. Ann L. Turner. i*rinci|ial 
('iirrier's text was very apjiropriatiK' 
" The mtMnory of the JuBt is bU^ws- 
ed." 

Did you ever Ht«p to think who 
waH Sarah Cuddebaek, to whom the 
marble tablet in the chapel is in- 
scribed V Very f«w of the pupils 
knew, so Principal Currier explain- 
ed the incident*! which IimI to the 
erection of the tablet. Mow Sarah 
(Juddoback, a teacher in this Insti- 
tution, dining tJie typhoid fever 
opidemie in 1«70, when nurses were 
scarce, took uimiii heiself the tusk 
of nursing the sick, and in the end 
siicciimbivl to the disease, and how 
t,h(» tablet was ercMited in her nie- 
inory by the grateful pupils and 
teachers. Tliis led up to the sub- 
Je(!t in hand. 

(lonl inning Principal Currier re- 
lated that in IS71 Mrs. Ann L. Tur- 
ner (!ame to the Institution, serving 
first as nurse, i.lien as supervisor of 
the girls, and lastly as matron of the 
linen nnim, a position which she 
held till her death. Many of the 
IHipils remember her. She Horved 
thd Institution faithfully for twenty- 
seven years, in her humble capa- 
city. During her illness, when sin* 
knew that she had not long to live, 
she called Principal C'lirrier to her 
lnMlside and arranged matters so

left to the Institution. One of tlH> 
directors waft touched at this 'icI of 
generosity, and resolved to have 
some fitting menioriiil. lie o(ren'<l 
a pri/,(Ho tile i>upil who would m.ik(> 
the bei* design for a memorial 
tablet, and another prize for tli(> 
best insiMiption for the same. Miss 
Katie Klsworth was the winner of 
the prize for the design, and .loliii 
II. Keiser for the iiiscriplioii. At 
the conclusion of the remarks, 
cadet Keiser uiiTfMled the tabh^l, 
jHilling down a large American flag 
which had hidden it fiom view. 
The jnipils remained standing as he 
did so, and then filed past to look 
at the tablet. The tablet is on the 
North Willi of the chapel, and is of 
bron/.e, 2:5x18 inches. 

The <lesign is in harmony with 
the insciiption, a cross with a si>iig 
of ivy leaves. The inscridlion 
reads as follows :

largest number of new pupils we 
have had in a good many years. 
They are briiilit lot of youngsters, 
taken as a whole, but for all that, 
the oral teachers, who are tr(>aliiig 
Uieni to the " sifting process," gel 
very, very weary, by the tinu' the 
daily woik is doii(>. 

The large number of new pupils 
makes up for the tMinally large 
number of old pupils who either 
graduated last .lunc or liavi* not 
yet returned to their studies. 
There seem to be more laggards 
than usual this year, mostly from 
the rural districts. So inuch's the 
pity, but what's that to jmrents 
who have extra good crops of corn 
to take care of or aiiples to pick. 

The .lotTKNAT, mentioned a num- 
ber of Institutions which were mak- 
ing iiuprov<nnents in the way of 
new buildings. This school might 
have been on the list, as a new 
Kindegarten builliiig is now well 
underway. It is to be a two-story 
edillce with a good bas(>nienl, 100 
by 4H feet. It will contain study 
r(K»ins and domitories for the 
smaller pupils, a neeil which has 
long b(>en felt. Th«< cost will b«* 
about i|H;$r),O00, and will be a fine ad- 
dition to our group of biiihlings. 

Miss M. K. Holder, who taught 
here last year and who nMurned in 
the Kail, full of energy and hope, 
has resigned. She was called home 
a wei^k or two after school opened, 
by the d(»ath of a beloved sister, anil 
a.s she was iummIciI at home she de- 
cide not to return, and so sent in 
her resignation. Miss Holder's 
father died during vacation, and in 
lier double alllii'lion she has tlie 
sympathy of all her ree«inl asso- 
ciates. Mr. Hurt has had charge of 
tli(> class since Miss Htddcr loft, 
pending the appointment of a new 
teacher. Nowailays, only oral 
teivoliei'H are iiiipoiuted. 



The so(Mety paper, Tlie Got- 
ln)uht, started last term, and in 
which the members took so much 
inteu'st, will not ajipear again for 
soiiu* time yi^t; [irobably, about the 
ii(*w year. This delay was made 
imperative by the withdrawal of so 
many of the older boys from the 
printing oHice and tlH> snbstitiiti(m 
of green hands, who must gcit us(>d 
to tyi)e and jiresses before much 
work can be chnie in the way of 
extras. The boys and girls will 
doubtless make up for the enfouced 
IMistponement when they get started 
again. They might take Old Time 
by the forelock, and preiiare some 
oi" the work now while they have 
leisure. There's nothing like fore- 
thought. 

Football has absorbed much of 
the time and attention of the boys, 
old and young, out of school, since 
{\hi st<ason opened. We notice that 
the small boys can stand any 
amount of hard knocks, bruises ami 
s<iuee/.iiig during a game, but if the 
same were received anywhere olT 
the grid iron, they would howl most 
lustily. Must be something 
liy|)noti/,ing about it. 

Our boys labor under the dis- 
ad Viuitage of very (•ramped (piarlers 
in which to practice at present. 
Their grounds being all lorn up and 
in llie hands of the graders, they 
have to take to aiiy old corner Iht^y 
can tind. N(>xt y<!artliey will have 
a iilay-groiind to be proud of.

The events of the week in in- 
stitution cirides were the dedicatory 
exercises of the new scluxd building 
on Wednesday afternoon and mov- 
ing there, on Thursday afternoon. 
I'he tormei marked another epoch 
in the history of the Institution. 
February 11th, ISO'.), the present 
building was (b-dicated, the late 
Ilev. Collins Stone making the 
leading address on the occasion. 
The gathering was one of the most 
distinguished asst^niblages ever 
seiMi in the Institutiiui. That was 
nearly thirty-one years aijo, tind, at 
that time, it was thought the 
building was large enough to (>dn- 
cate, within it, all the deaf in the 
State for the next fifty years. Hut 
the prediction proved otherwise, 
and ailditional accommodation.s 
were seen necessary over a (bM'a<l(> 
ago, but it was not until the siiring 
ol isvits lliai liie iie<a'SHar.\ appro- 
pri.itions could b(> secured to meet 
the demands, and these were ob- 
tained through the persistent and 
iinlirim; elTints of the now Super- 
inlendent, Mr. .1. W. .bnies. And 
thi> result of his wtn-k is manifesi 
in the imposing and beautiful 
structure that graces the W(>st side 
of tlit> tt>n-iicie institution [ilat. 
Hut are the additional accommoda- 
tions ample for all iiee(U>d school 
purposes for as Unig a time as the 
old sirueluve has been? Our an- 
swer is: "Mo," not if the rtilio of 
attendance increases as it has with- 
in late years, and (Uir opinion is 
that before a det^ade has passml, 
more buildings wil b(> necessary. 
During the exercises of WiMlnesdav 
aflernoim, our mind reverted to 
those held in the same pbicc on 
February lltli, 18(1!». Dr. G. O. 
Fay was Su]>erintendent. Then 
(Jo'vernor, and later Pr(>sident, 
Hayes presided over the exiMcises. 
Hon. Samuel Galloway followiMl 
Mr. Stone with an tiddress, after 
which came short stories in pan 
torn i me by Messrs. SpolTmd, Raf- 
tington and P. P. Pratt ; Miss Han- 
iiiiii Daniels, now Mrs. Mrs. A. H. 
(Irccner, concluded with the Lord's 
Praver. And in looking over llu> 
asseinblage of Wednesday, but 
four piMSons could be found who 
had the honor of witm^ssing the ex- 
ercises of February of '(!!• — iiiinie- 
ly, Mr. R. H. Atwiiod, Miss C. M. 
Feasley, Mrs. A. H. Greener and 
the writer. All (>xc(>pl Mr. Atwood, 
who was then a teacher in the In 
stitution, were pupils. 

So much for a prelude. At 
noim Wt>dnesday, the schools were 
dismissed. The front H Hall wtis 
tastefully decorated with polt(>d 
palms and plants, and in the center 
from the branches of a larae palm 
wav(>d small American silken Hags. 
The chapel stage had a large Ani- 
(Mii^an flag for its baekground, and 
in front of it was a portrait of (lov- 
(unor Hushnell, surmouufed by 
flags. A large new flag floati^l b<>- 
Iween th(> tow(>rH of the new biiihl- 
ing, whil(> the old one also floated 
one frouj the staff on the main 
lower. 

The High School and interme- 
diate juipils occupied seats on tht> 
«>aNt side of the chapel, the remain- 
der being left for the visitors. 

On the .stage were (Tovernor 
Hushnell, Superintendent .lones, 
the present Hoard of Trust eivs. 
Principal Pattei-son, Mr. Ode- 
br(>clit, who inlerpret(>d the exer- 
cises, Kx-triistees Kennedy and 
Hamilton, and Rev. Mr. Palmer of 
the '^'d Presbyterian Church, who 
took the place on the programme 
of Rev. Washington (^la'dden, he 
having been called ujion to conduct 

the funeral services of Vwi. Ed- 



ward Orth of the State ITniversity. 

.Fudg(> Tyler of the Hoard of 
Trust(>es presided, and at three 
o'clock opened the exercises by 
asking Rev. Palmer to offer the in 
vocation. " NeariM, My (yod, to 
Thee," was beautifully rendered by 
Miss Ijillii n Mc Faddeii, one of the 
pupils, a('comi>ained on the paiim 
by Miss Loui.se Heriy, one of the 
teatdiers, and Miss Roberts, of the 
city, who sang the words. 

Su])erintendent Jones made the 
introductory address. 

Among other things he said : — 

The wise provisions for the educ'ition of. 
the girlsof tlie state and nation, with equal 
adviintaKes as were enjoyed by the sterner 
sex, the truant law, and other kindred helps 
in the lines of .idvanoenuMit of edueiition, 
were minutely reviewed stei) by step witli 
the development of the material an<l phy 
sical and inilustrial side of the country. 
The system, however, was not yet complete, 
imtil i.he defective classes of mankind were 
cared .for by the state itself. Such an act 
of beiu'fici-nce towards the helpless ai\<l 
unfortunate iimoii^tlie people reveals the 
real heart and *iiatnre of any nation, be 
said, and tlie people of Ohio .should there- 
for be coniMU'nded. lie justincd tlu' ad- 
vanced .steps which have been t:iken to 
broaden and stronghthcu the luhid au<l 
body of I he ileaf. 

TJie reason for the building o^ this 
inaunilicent school structure on llie present 
iustitulion grounds was explained by the 
superinteudeiit. It was bein.n debatist at 
the time the project was in coiileniplation, 
it will be reuieniliered, wliether to build out 
in the country, oradd to tlie old !ulniinistra- 
lion and school buildinn c(unblined, Mr. 
Jones said, that the movenunit liually 
dooideil upon was wiser thati either. It 
gives the pupils the pleasures and advan- 
tages of seeing many ditferellt people and 
of mingling witli them, and looking every 
day out on the business of life. It also by 
its' separation from its sisl<.ir building gives 
the pupils another place to go t.o and sit in, 
purifying the at muspUere ot botli placesaiul 
furnishing evervone aiiditional attractions 
and bet teraccorunuxlatious generally. The 
change, he siiid, means "new hope and 
determination."

In the UK'llow light of this Octo- 
lier afternoon, when nature joins her liand 
witli us in this noble work, in the presence 
of the Chief Kxecutive of the stat'>; in the 
presence of many assemliled citizens, and 
aye, more, in the presence ot the almost live 
irundred pupils who within its walls will 
rcci'ive the gifts of kuowleilge. and from 
whicli they will go out to t.!ilve their right- 
ful place in the useful walks of life, «e 
iileilge ourselves to be not amiss in duty, 
lull ever attentive to the new re<iuireu\enis 
imposed upon us. Less than tiiis I could 
not say, morethiin this 1 pr.)l)ably need not 
say, lint some tilings I think I siuwild say . 
Tills propittons niiunent., this magniliceut 
structure, would not be possilile were it not 
for our sin>erintendent, 1'rofe.s.sor ,loncs. 
With Hii elouuence Ihuii id' earnestness, 
with a persistence worthy of the eaus<>, he 
pri'seiiteil our claims to the general asseni 
bly in the winter of I SIW, ami secured the 
appropriation for its construcliou. lie hjis 
since 'hen, with singular fidelity, with tin' 
less energy, watched its erei'tion. I may

o|M'iied a school ill Kdinburgh by Thomas 
Uiaidwood. Like thi' builder of St. lVler'.«; 
dome, each biiilded Isittcr tliim lie knew. 
Kroiii these isoliited iH'giiiniugs has grown 
the cdiK-ation of the deaf, until in the state 
of Ohio alone, the school buildings and 
grounils represent the value of a million of 
dollars. The celebrated Abbe died in ITSK, 
but he had already enlisted many in the 
work, and was followed by a worthy suc- 
cessor in tile person of Anbe Sicard In 
ISKi the systematic education of the deaf 
began in the United States, inaugurateil by 
the luipilsotthe Paris scluKil, in theper.sons 
of Mr. liaurent Clerc and the eliler (,'al- 
landet. \Vetu-day havein the United State's 
alone '.1,'i school.s, with 1 1. IKHl pupils. 

From these small and modest lM>giuniiigs 
has grown this great work, until to-day 
every dejlf child in the world can obtain an 
education, the blessing of which hasopened 
to them tlie heretofcne dosi'd dixirs <Tf 
active life. This is not a charity, for the 
state does here, coll ctively, what it <locs 
for ev«ry cliihl within its iMinlers. It is our 
proud right to feel that while joining in the 
general aiiv.-incemeiit of the education ot 
the doiif, the buihiiug we present tiwlay to 
the state is not excelled, and e<| nailed by 
few, if any, of its kind. 

Honored and respiH'ted governor, to yon 
we present it, to be deilicated to the use 
of the state, and may it for unnumlieretl 
yiNUs echo to the footsteps of tlios<' who 
within its Willis will receive the imperish- 
able wwiltli of knowledge. 

(iovernor Hushnell followed Mr. Mc 
KIroy's speech of presi'utation with his 
diMiicatory address, in wliich he gracefully 
accept the costly gift on behalf ot the 
peopleof Ohio. The beauty of the rich 
ar<'liit<cliiral design of the new scluxd, as it 
stands (Ui a little knoll near the southwest 
edge of the beautiful green uround, he s,ud, 
tioconiesrhe more pronounced ami notable. 
The name and fame it will bring to the 
Buckeye state in recognition of tlie gen- 
ermis spirit of the citizens of this great 
cimimou wealt h towards their less fortunate 
children, will likewise extend. In ilis- 
nilssing the members of the Imard (>f 
trustees from the responsibilities attaching 
to the I'rection of tiie liuilding, (iovernor 
Bushncll compUmented them as a board 
and individuals, in the realiy.atiiui of the 
trust encumbent mion them.

(jeiier.il R. Hrinkeihoff, Presi- 
dent of the St.'ite Hoard of Charities, 
was down on the programm(> foi an 
address, but was unable to lie pre- 
sent. 

An inspection of the new school 
bnililiiig was then inadi', and every 
body pronounced it as being one of 
llie liiiest edu(>ational buildings 
(hey had ever .seen. As to the 
buildini; itself, the /Vcs.s-iW gives 
here a good description of it : 

It is not generally known that the new 
building Is to lie the only one tM'cuiiied for 
scliool purposes. Such is tlu' intention, 
however, and tlie legislature will lie askeii 
for appropraition to preiiare the old biiilil- 
ing as a hoiiie lor the students.

The earliest recordixl mention of the ileaf 
is in the Hook of Kxodus, and though fre-

no attempt was made at education until 
the llfteenth century : no school until the 
eiglitiHMilh century ; no systematic educa- 
flim until within the last one hundred and 
twentv-llve years.

handsome school buildings of any char- 
acter in the city, and probably the finest 
schixvl for ■■ --i tiuclion of the deaf in 
the staU'.

That 
llie dust reflects track oidy the blue 
r.-iys is due tx> their microM^opic size. 
The liner the dust, the purer is the 
blue whic'h is leflwted ()r wittered. 
The Idiiest skies, therefore, are 
s<'en in phmes where the dust jiarti- 
c ! eel are smallest ; the blue of the 
sUy, an viewe<l from the tops of 
mountains, is deeper aud purer than 
that seen from a lower altitude. 
This is due to the fact that the air 
is \Vivy rare at great heights and 
can only sustain the finer particles 
of dust, while the coarser particles 
alM>untl in the lower levelw. The 
instensity of the blue sky for which 
lt.aly is noted is not owing to the 
existence? of finer dust than in 
' 'rn countries, but to the fact 
in the Korthern latitude, in 
<'onsequence of the greater f;r>olness 
of the air, the va[>or more readily 
(Mrndence upon the dust particles 
r.hus become larg«3 and less effective 
in turning bii<;k the blue rays alone. 
It fellows that other rays are 
reflecU!<l, and a grayish effe<;t is 
l>ri»<liic.4-<l. When the sky forms a 
baf^kground for white cumulus 
clouds, it appears to l>e bluer by the 
contraAt than it otherwise would,

(Tallaiidct also uses Penn- 
sylvania guards' back formation, 
but it has not always lieen found to 
lie as lelialile as the close-forma 
tion taiitlem. 

It is said that (ieorgetowii, ftro 
litliig liy her tiefeat of last ,>ear, is 
tryinjf to perfect tin; samtj play, 
and if she gets it down (in<i by 
November 1st, when tlallaiidet 
meets her, then (Jreek will meet 
ffreek and there will be a bailie 
royal. But Udlaudet is not ^oing 

to Hl.op uilli tlt« f>l>^^,<' uu it i>t itow 

perfected. It will be improved. 
We have only an easy game with 
the ('entral High Srrhool to f)lay 
before meeting (Jeorgetown, but 
the Reserves are stroiijz and use 
the play tliemselves, and Callaii- 
det will learn a goixl deal aiioiit 
how to Htoji it from them. 

The fact that the only score in 
the first half of rhe game was by 
Virginia d<K's not by any means 
prove that she had the best of it. 
For wh(!ii (lallaiidet got hold of the 
ball she simply mowed down tin- 
Virginians by steady swings of the 
tandem against tin; line until at 
last the um|iire "seen a chancer" 
and gave the ball to Virginia — foul 
interference, he said. .She was 
soon forcetl to kick though, and 
tiallaiidet resumed her work r»f 
mowing down the Viiginia line and 
•loin;? all s<irts of things that she 
had no business to be doing from
